"Werther" and "Wilheim 
Meister" Ably Analysed 
by Toronto Speaker 

"'Die Leiden des Jungen Werther," 
the vivid Ufe-Uke plctur e-at..ths young 
Romtmtlc chafing^aèaJnk'the bonds of 
cold conventional society, and earth- 
bomid realism, and "Wilheim Melsters 
Lelirjahrei" < a ■ rathet . imsatlsfactory 
confused work in two ler^th^septlons, 
are the two better-kriown^^vèls of 
tliree" Vliicli Goethe. wrote, .. With this 
as a . basis of his study. Professor C. 
Lewis, Head of the Department of 
German of Trinity College, Toronto, 
addressed the Montreal Branch of the 
Goethe Society on the subject "Goethe 
the' Novelist," in the Arts Building last 
night. His lecture .concluded a series 
of four, sponsored by the society. Next 
session, a lecture on "Goethe the Art- 
ist,'' twdjEreyeridion the great German 
authè^^ir^^l be held. 

Next to the early Faust scenes, 
"Werther* is the most strlkhig and 
powerful of the poètes larger works. It 
belongs to the period when Goethe was 
tlirilled by Rousseau's summons W Na- 
ture, and when his heart was opened 
to tlie beauty of the folk-song. Tlie 
novel is no mere love story, or inter- 
pretation of its age, but it remains a 
profound analysis of a soul In travail. 
.'■ Depicts Straggle 

It depicts the struggle of Werther's 
love of freedom, and the- necessity ol 
entering a repulsive profession. The 
story is so absolutely frank, and since 
the author so heartily sympathized: 
with the hero's, revolt, no other ti^^ 
est could Intrudie fiimiiiiiteaA:^^^^ 
and harmony of "th^B^îf The -char- 
acterization of Werther Ls intensely 
autobiographical; all that is vital in 
him can be found in his creator. ï^i^i 

It is because there Is no guiding fac- 
tor such as .'reflection of personal ex- 
perience of the author, in "Wilheim 
Melster" that this novel appears in- 
ferior to the first. Though It has 
gained a wide and bénéficient ' influ- 
ence over German- literature. It is very 
doubtful that It now deservés the es- 
teem which has so long been accorded 
It as the greatest of German novels. 
In the "Lehrjaliix;," there is no con- 
sistent idea, but - only a bewildering 
confusion of themes and characters.
